STRUCTURE  OF  BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS 


WHEREAS:  The  Colorado  Beef  Council  was  formed  by  a referendum  vote 

of  producers  to  serve  the  beef  industry  of  Colorado,  and, 

WHEREAS:  The  Beef  Council  is  made  of  an  eight  person  board  made  up 

of  five  producer  members  and  three  non-producer  members,  all 
appointed,  and, 

WHEREAS:  The  present  board  consists  of  eight  members;  six  are  from 

the  northeast  quarter,  one  from  Canon  City  and  one  from  Montrose, 
thus  creating  a board  that  does  not  proportionally  represent  all 
segments  of  beef  producers  in  the  State  and/or  their  interests  and 
concerns,  evidenced  by  a national  survey  done  in  1990  that 
indicated  61%  of  all  producers  in  Colorado  were  unsatisfied  with 
the  information  they  receive  regarding  how  Colorado's  checkoff  of 
dollars  are  being  spent  as  compared  with  51%  nationally,  and, 

WHEREAS:  Senate  Bill-170  which  would  have  corrected  many  of  these 

problems  was  defeated  due  to  the  intense  lobbying  efforts  against 
the  bill  by  the  staff  and  board  members  of  the  Colorado  Beef 
Council,  lobbying  that  smacked  of  self-preservation  and  possibly 
illegal,  since  the  original  authority  expressly  prohibits 
"expenditure  of  checkoff  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  influencing 
Governmental  actions." 

THEREFORE,  BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  and  Horse 

Growers  Association  goes  on  record  and  recommends  that  a Task  Force 
be  formed  under  the  direction  of  the  State  Secretary  of 
Agriculture,  comprised  of  a representative  from  the  Colorado 
Cattlemen's  Association,  the  Colorado  Cattle  Feeders  Association, 
Colorado  Farm  Bureau,  Rocky  Mountain  Farmers  Union,  Colorado  State 
Grange,  Colorado  Cattle  Women  and  the  Western  Dairy  Association. 

AND,  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  this  Task  Force  be  specifically 

directed  to  investigate  the  possibility  of  conducting  a referendum 
of  all  Colorado  beef  producers  to  amend  the  Beef  Council  structure. 
This  referendum  would  let  the  beef  producers  in  Colorado  determine 
for  themselves  the  merits  of  the  present  council  structure. 

AND,  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  Bent-Prowers  Cattle  and  Horse 

Growers  Association  recommends  that  the  Task  Force  consider  the 
structure  of  the  Colorado  Beef  Council  Board  be  made  up  of  nine 
producer  representatives,  four  cow/calf  representatives,  four 
feedlot  representatives  and  one  dairy  representative,  and  that  they 
must  be  equally  proportioned  throughout  the  State  and  must  be  voted 
on  by  beef  producers  instead  of  by  Governor  appointment. 

AND,  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  That  the  Task  Force  be  further 

directed  to  investigate  if  the  present  Board  of  Directors,  staff 
and  employees  of  the  Colorado  Beef  Council  violated  any  laws,  rules 
or  regulations  in  their  lobby  efforts  in  the  Senate  Agricultural 
Committee  and  to  the  Governor  himself.

The  Colorado  Brand  Board  is  funded  entirely  from  the  beef 
producers  in  this  State  and  does  not  pose  any  expense  to 
the  State  of  Colorado,  nor  does  it  require  subsidy 
funding,  and. 

On  a regular  basis  a budget  crunched  Legislature  attempts 
to  dip  into  Brand  Board  funds  to  fund  other  deficiencies, 
and, 

Senate  Bill  170  will  create  a "Brand  Board  Authority" 
quite  similar  to  the  State  Fair  and  will  once  and  for  all 
stop  the  attempts  to  raid  its  funds,  which  in  turn  would 
drive  up  livestock  inspections.
